G. Michael Brandt of the Pub- 
lic Health Department’s Division 
.of Environmental Health said his. 
agency_has been given responsi- 
bility for inspecting all educa- 
tional facilities in the state and 
has contracted with Sitex Corp. 
to inspect the schools in the dis- 
trict for friable asbestos. 

“I BELIEVE these inspections 
will include both public and 
parochial schools,’’ Vickers 
informed the board. 

“They (inspectors) prefer to 
make the inspection when stu- 
dents are not in session. by 
scheduling access to buildings on 
weekends and during periods of 
time when students and other 
personnel are not present,” the 
superintendent said. 

“You are aware we still have 
some (asbestos) on Piping in the 
basements. We may have some 
in other places which we should 
learn more about from the 
inspection,”’ Vickers said. 


» *“VENICE-LINCOLN still has 
some asbestos in the classroom 
ceilings,” the administrator said. 
Inspections to be made by the 
Department of Labor fall into 
two categories, Vickers said. 
One is an unannounced safety 
inspection conducted at work- 
sites with citations issued for 
observed hazards, he reported. 
The second program is a safe- 
ty advisory inspection, a consul- 
tative program. Citations are not 
issued when nonserious hazards 
are observed during an advisory 


inspection, but safety recommen- 
dations will be made. x 

BOARD MEMBERS agreed to 
request a consultative inspection. 
be made in the district to see 
what safety recommendations-~ 
will result: 

The district is continuing to 
renovate its buildings to conform 
to the Life-Safety Code. New fire 
doors were installed last year 
and interior doors are’ bein 
replaced as part of the overa!

Just a few years ago, Granite 
City was in a sad state of 
affairs. Always a proud industri- 
al leader, we were racked by 
plant closings and layoffs. 

As unemployment was hitting 
a new high, our downtown cen- 
tral business district was hitting 
a new low. Indeed, national ana- 
lysts pegged Granite City as one 
of the top three declining cities 
in the country, and our people 
seemed to believe it. It was time 
for a change. 

Rather quietly, and very care- 
fully and deliberately, over the 
last 18 months, the foundation 
has been laid which we expect 
will deliver dramatic results in 
the near future.

This modernization p. “am has 
raised productivity and lowered 
the cost per ton and will insure 
Granite City Steel’s future posi- 
tion in the steel industry.

Nestle’s took on a new prod- 
uct line last year and-expanded 
its work force. 

Sidener Supply outgrew its 
location and has moved to a new 
building in Northgate Industrial 
Center. This move worked out 
well with the expansion plans of 
Prairie Farms Dairy, which 
bought Sidener’s lot downtown 
and added new warehouse facili- 
ties. When Specialized Services 
needed more space, they joined 
a growing list of tenants in 
Northgate Industrial Park. 

Last year, Hlinois Power Com- 
pany prepared for future devel- 
opment at Northgate by expand- 
ing the sizeof -the -park, 
extending infrastructure and 
forming a_ partnershij with 
Korte Development and Butler 
Building.

Q. What Is golfers elbow and is it 
similar to tennis elbow?
